Washington, D. C., Oct. 30.—[Special.}—A 
new currency bill embodying many of the 
concessions desired by the banking inter- 
ests of the country has been prepared by 
Senator Owen, chairman of the senate bank- 
ing and currency committee. He will en- 
deavor to have it substituted in whole or 
in part for the pending measure. 

The basis of the Owen bill is the meas- 
ure as it passed the house. In this the sena- 
tor has made nearly 300 changes which he 
is asking his committee to approve as the 
consideration of the bill proceeds. Some of 
them have been adopted already. 

Ine committee devoted most of today’s 
gession to a discussion of a proposal made 


by Senator Reed to combine the central bank 
and regional reserve plans. 


Bill Represents Wilson’s Concessions. 
The Owen bill is regarded as representing 
the extent of the concessions which President 
Wilson is willing to make in the amendment 
of the administration measure in the senate. 
Tt does not yield on the fundamental prin- 
ciples of regional reserves and government 
control, upon which the president insists, but 
in many other respects meets the views of 
the business interests of the country. 
Under the Owens scheme not only national 
banks but state banks, banking associations,

Three Departments of the Gov- 
ernment Have Power to 
Prosecute. 


PRAISE “TRIBUNE” WORK. 


Papers Carrying Charlatan’s Ads 
Face Disbarment from Mail 
Under New Laws. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 30.—[{Special.]—In 
ite fight on medical quackery, Taz CuIcaco 
TRIBUNE will be vigorously supported by the 
tremendous power of the national govern- 
ment. Wherever a federal agency of law 
enforcement may be invoked to put fake 
@octors out of business the government will 
respon@ with aggressive codperation. 

Offic of the departments which ad 
minister laws against medical frduds today 
praised the exposure of these evils being | 
conducted by THE TRIBUNE and asserted that 
publicity is a weapon which the quacks fear 
even more than the law. 


Various Ways to Hit Quacke. 

The various ways in which the federal 
government can strike at the medical fakes 
are: 

Under the food and drug act the depart- 
ment of agriculture may prosecute any 
person who ships from one state to an- 
other any medicine which is misrepre- 
sented as to its content or curative prop- 
erties or is deleterious to health. 

The postoffice department may prosecute 
any person who sends obscene or other- 
wise improper medical advertising litera- 
ture through the mail, or perpetrates a 
fraud by means of such facilities. 

The United States public health service 
may prosecute any person who attempts 
to ship in interstate commerce any fradu- 
lent, misrepresented, or impure serum, or 
antitoxin. 


Subject to State Control. 

The quacks. who do not send medicines out- 
side of a state or do not circulate literature 
through the mails cannot be reached by the 
federal government. It is up to the states 
to deal with stich impostors by revocation of 
license to practice medicine. 

It is probable, however, that under the 
Wilson administration the department will 
take stéps to prosecute advertisers of fake 
cures and to bar from the mails newspapers 
which print such advertising. 

There also is a movement on foot to ask 
congress to pass specific legisiation empow- 
ering the government to stamp out this iniq- 
uitous method of attracting victims prac- 
ticed by the quacks in the columns of un- 
acrupulous newspapers. 

Dr. W. C. Rucker, assistant surgeon gen- 
eral of the public health service, said that 
this branch of the government is rigidly 
enforcing the law protecting the public 
from fake and impure serums.

A short time ago the decorative panels 
and large plate glass windows in the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Conrad Seipp, at Thirty-third 
street and Michigan avenue, were riddled 
by slugs fired from sling shots.

Buyers Decline to Keep Lots. 

“In the territory between Western avenue 
and the river, just north of Irving Park 
boulevard, I have $200,000 invested. All is 
within three blocks of the dump and some of 
the houses are within half a block. One of 
the houses has been thrown back on me, al- 
though the man who bought it has already 
paid $370. Hw would rather lose that money 
than live there. Some of the buildings I have 
erected have sold for $6,600. 

“The purchasers have been crawling all 
over me since the dump was started. It 
would be foolish to tell them there is no odor 
when there is a horrible stench floating away 
from the hole nearly all the time.” 


Socialists Go After Harrison. 

The Socialists announced yesterday they 
will distribute next Sunday 100,000 copies 
of a circular showing the incinerating plants 
of two German cities and comments on Chi- 
cago’s garbage problem as follows: 

For decades the people of Chicago have 
tolerated foul and inefficient methods of gar- 
bage removal and garbage disposal. An 
endless procession of stinking, reeking wag- 
ons has been passing through the working 
class sections of the city and depositing gar- 
bage and refuse into enormous clayholes. 

“ The Chicago Reduction company’s plant, 
also in a working class séction, has been 
belching forth nauseating odors for years, 
and the unceasing protests of the people— 
plain working people, to be sure—have been 
utterly unheeded by the city authorities. 


Call Methods Menace to Health. 

The foul wagons, festering dumps, and 
heaps of garbage at the Chicago Reduction 
company’s plant have been prolific breeders 
of flies, hence a menace to health as well as 
a disgusting nuisance to the people living in 
the vicinity. 

“Demand after demand has been made 
upon Mayor Harrison and the city council to 
provide our growing city with a modern san- 


itary system for handuus, all, ot, the:cdty'a) 


waste. These demands have; been ignored, 
the people have been held in contempt, and 
today we have no garbage system whatever. 

“The mayor and the council have been too 
busy* playing politics to deal with the gar- 
bage problem. The only method of garbage 
disposal the mayor can think of is to dump 
it into clayholes. Is it for this sort of man- 
agement’ we are paying our mayor a salary 
ef $18,000 a year? 


Say People Are Too Patient. 


“The people of Chicago have been too pa- 


tient with the Harrison administration. No 
possible excuse can be offered by the council 
er the mayor for allowing the city to get 
into the predicament where it is compelled 
ta submit to the extortionate demands of the 
Chicago Reduction company or to resort to 
the antiquated, insanitary method of dump- 
ing garbage into clayholes. Ample warning 
was given the mayor and the council at least 
two years ago, and they have utterly failed 
to do their plain duty.“

Interstate Board Told Huge 
Yearly Saving Could Be Made. 


IOWA MAN PRESENTS DATA.

Clifford Thorne Cites Figures in Fight 
Against Rate Increase.

(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 30.—[Special.—Clif- 
ford Thorne, state railroad commissiéner of 
Iowa, today argued before the interstate 
commerce commission that the United States 
could save $464,140,210 per year through pub- 
lic ownership of railroads. 

Mr. Thorne spoke against the granting oi 
an increase of 5 per cent in railroad rates 
throughout the northeast territory 

Mr. Thorne said that by issuing govern- 
ment 3 per cent bonds to take over the rail- 
roads in this country could make tremendous 
savings in interest on the present bonds, as 
well as savings on dividends. Also higher 
wages could be paid, more money could be 
put in roadbeds, equipment, and safety de- 
vices, and rates could be reduced. 


Facts on Thirty-five Railroads, 

He personally has investigated thirty-five 
representative railroads during the last year. 
He found the market value of their combined 
stock to be 64,087, 188, 107 and the par value 
of this stock 64. 209,603, 068. The total market 
value of the bonds of these companies was 
$3,435,471,596 and the par value $3,855,217,979. 
The market value of the stock is 95.057 per 
cent of the par value, while the market value 
of the bonds is but 89.11 per cent of their par 
value. 

By using these’ figures he computes the 
market value of stocks and bonds of the 
American railroads at $13,969,173,883 at the 
present time, whereas their par value is $15, - 
286,101,947. 

Dividends on stock last year amounted to 
$460,482,752 and interest on bonds was $422,- 
782,629. He figures that the government by 
buying the railroads in at their present mar- 
ket value could save $293,794,608 in dividends 
and $170,345,602 in interest on bonds. 


Continue “State Rights” Fight. 

Another determined effort late today to 
have the so-called state rights resolu- 
tion adopted by the National Association of 
Railway commissioners resulted in the pas- 
sage of a substitute resolution offered by 
Commissioner Esselman of California, who 
without going into constitutional questions 
declared it the sense of this association 
that no legislation by congress is at this 
time necessary or desirable attempting to 
enlarge the jurisdiction of the interstate com- 
merce commission over commerce purely in- 
trastate.“ 

The vote was unanimous.

BERNARD MORITZ, a pioneer clothing 
merchant of Michigan City, died on Tues- 
day. He was 72 years old. He was born 
in Gundersheim, Germany. He settled in 
Michigan City in 1806.

The Active Man's Underwear 
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URGES FRAMING 


OF CONSTITUTION 


Citizens’ Association in Re- 
port Calls Present Restric- 
tions a Burden. 


RIPE FOR CONVENTION, 


Points Out Shortcomings in Ad- 
ministration of the City’s 
Affairs. 


The Citizens’ association issued its annual 
report yesterday for the twelve months end- 
ing Oct. 1 last. It comments on govern- 
mental activities during the year and urges 
a number of reforms. Regarding a constitu- 
tional convention the report says in part: 

The irksome restrictions imposed by the 
present constitution bear down upon Chi- 
cago with almost crushing force. Because of 
them, Chicago is compelled to maintain at a 
vast unnecessary expense three separate and 
distinct governmental bodies, covering prac- 
tically the same territory—the city, county, 

and sanitary district. 

“In our opinion the time is ripe for holding 
a constitutional convention in Illinois, as the 
best means affording adequate relief to the 
people of the city and state. At the next 
session of the legislature we will do every: 
thing in our power to bring about the calling 
of such a conventibn, which this association 
has favored for many years. 


Against Public Utility Board. 
The association tells of its work against 
the public utility commission and adds: 

In our opinion it is absolutely essential 
to the well being of the city that its power 
to regulate and control local public utility 
corporations should be restored to it When 
the legislature meets again.” 

To the shortcomings of the city adminis- 
‘tration considerable space is given. First 
as if of most importance, the report devotes 
more than a page to the city contracts for 
bridges awarded to the Byrne Bros. Dredging 
and Engineering company. 

The Ninety-second street bridge is first 
taken up. For inferior work permitted one 
inspector was discharged by the civil serv- 
ice commission and two others were repri- 
manded. 


Cites Flaws in Bridge Work. 

At the hearing before the civil service 
commission,“ reads the report, two of the 
city's engineers testified the walls could 
not be so repaired as to bring them up to 
contract specifications. It was shown that 
nearly all of the sand used on the work had 
been dug out of trenches at the bridge site, al- 
though the specifications called for torpedo 
sand. It also was shown that four carloads 
of poor stone had been condemned by the 
mason inspector and assistant engineer on 
the job, but that under orders from Bridge 
Engineer Hammond the contractors were 
allowed to use the rejected stone.” 

On the Chicago avenue bridge the associa- 
tion urged that the contract be forfeited 
because the contractor had done little work. 

Our suggestion elicited a reply from the 
mayor to the effect that with proper dili- 
gence the work could be completed within 
the contract period, continues the report. 


Bridges Not Finished in Time. 

“Neither of these bridges was Anished 
within the contract period. On Oct. 1 the 
Ninety-second street structure, which should 
have been completed by Aug. 17 was only 80 
per cent done, while the Chicago avenue 
bridge, which should have been completed by

Merriam Opposes Palmer’s Ideas 
for Reducing Light Charges. 


DILLON CHANGES HIS MIND. 


Withdraws Opinion as to Power Over 
Tertiary Figure. 


Ald. Charles E. Merriam took exception 
yesterday to the schedules prepared for the 
proposed $550,000 reduction in the rates of the 
Commonwealth Edison company. City Elec- 
trician Palmer presented seven schemes for 
spreading the surplus, but the alderman said 
none met the desires of the council commit- 
tee on gas, oil, and electric light. 

The situation was complicated with the 
withdrawal of the curbstone opinion 
given by Assistant Corporation Counsel Dil- 
lon at a previous meeting. He then told the 
committee the city could establish a terti- 
ary charge as well as reduce the primary 
charge. His latest position is that it would 
not be advisable to take such a step. This 
he expressed in writing after looking into the 
matter. 


' Merriam Voices Objection. 

“Upon that basis,“ said Ald. Merriam. 
none of the proposed schedules is what the 
committee wants. We want to avoid creat- 
ing a tertiary rate, we want to make the re- 
duction as close to $550,000 as possible, and 
we want to reduce the primary charge 80 as 
to benefit all subscribers if that is possible.“ 

Palmer reported that adding to the present 
primary rate of 10 cents and the secondary 
of 5 cents, a third period rate of 3 cents would 
mean a reduction of $454,000 a year. That 
was his first choice of method. The second 
choice was reducing the secondary charge to 
4 cents for light and leaving the power charge 
10, 4, and 3, which he said would make a 
difference of $568,000. 3 

None of Palmer’s schedules was based on 
a reduction of the primary charge to 9 cents 
and joined with a further reduction that 
would bring the total anywhere near $550,000. 


Palmer Authorized to Confer. 

The company was not represented at the 
meeting of the committee and Palmer was 
authorized to take up with its officials the 
question of an agreement ons schedule based 
on a primary charge ot 9 cents. He was 
asked to report at a meeting at 5 o'clock 
this afternoon. 

The subject of the city’s street lighting 
contract with the sanitary district came up 
at the board meeting when Trustee Breit 
charged that the commercial contract of the 
district with the International Harvester 
company interferes with adequate service to 
the public. He said the peak load of the 
company’s current is taken after nightfall 
and if it were not for this heavy drain on 
the supply the district could furnish current 
for 1,500 additional street lights.

County Board Considers Situa- 
tion of Sick After Econ- 
omy Plea Fails. 


CONTRACT TO JOLIET MAN. 


Ragen Vainly Tries to Have Work 
Let to Chicago Concern at 
Higher Figure. 


Sentiment brushed aside opposition in the 
county board yesterday after arguments on 
economical grounds failed to win over com- 
missioners who opposed letting a contract 


to a Joliet firm in preference to higher Chi- 


cago bidders. The obstructionists deadlocked 
the board for thirty minutes before capitu- 
lating. 

The contract is for sewers at Oak Forest, 
which will enable the county to open eight 
tuberculosis cottages before the first of the 
year. Nearly 300 tubercular patients are 
then to be transferred from the temporary 
state quarters at the Dunning asylum 
grounds. 

Commissioners Burg, Harris, and Ragen 
stood out against giving the contract to 
William Heggie bf Joliet, although his bid 
of $13,620 was several thousand dollars under 
the lowest Chicago bidder. The second low- 
est also was a Joliet concern. 


Ragen’s Lobbying Fails. 

Ragen's effort before the meeting to line 
up other Sullivan Democrats against Heggie 
failed. Commissioners Maloney, Kufle wski, 
and Moriarty, all Sullivanites, and Nowak of 
another Democratic faction, sided with Pres- 
ident McCormick and the Progressives in 
favor of the low bidder. 

Maloney and Kuflewski urged their fellow 
Democrats, because of the great discrepancy 
in prices, to disregard their announced prej- 
udice against out of town bidders. 

These statements failed to move the oppos- 
ing trio. Commissioners Board and Coonley 
then pictured the distress of county patients 
suffering with tuberculosis who, they said, 
would be without a home in sixty days unless 
the Oak Forest sewage system is completed 
by the time the state has announced the 
county must vacate the Dunning grounds. 


Plea Wins Over Burg and Harris. 

Burg and Harris were won over by this 
plea. They changed their votes, enabling 
the contract to be awarded to Heggie by the 
necessary majority. Ragen, however, re- 
mained obdurate. He admitted he had given 
his word to some Chicago contractors that he 
would oppose the Joliet firm. C. J. McCarthy 
of Chicago previously as the.low bidder had 
been awarded a water pipe contract without 
opposition. He was second highest in the 
sewer bidding. 

A few minutes later Ragen complained of 
alleged discrimination against poor patients 
at the county hospital. He demanded the 
appointment of a special committee to con- 
duct an investigation. President McCormick 
granted the request. He made Ragen chair- 
man of the committee and named Commis- 
sioner Kuflewski and himself as the other 
members. The inquiry will be started this 
afternoon at the hospital. 

Tables Nonpartisan Resolution. 


The board by a vote of 6 to 5 tabled a reso- 
lution offered by Commissioner Coonley pro- 


viding that the board should name for county 


superintendent of roads irrespective of po- 
litical. considerations,

The policy reaffirms the acceptance of the re- 
sponsibility for the evangelization of 150,000,000 
among the nonchristian nations.

After Bishop McDowell stated that the dec- 
laration was open for further suggestions be- 
fore adoption ‘a dozen individual clauses were at 
once advocated by delegates as worthy of spe- 
cific mention. 
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The Rev. A. B. Leonard of New York urged a 
more specific recognition .of the benevolent. 
boards of the church, The Rev. A. N. Fisher of 
Portland, Ore., urged specific mention of the 
duty of tithing, or the giving of one-tenth of 
one’s income to Christian work. 

The Rev. A. S. Kavanaugh of New York made 
a plea for hospitals. The Rev. W. H. Crawford 
of Meadville, Pa., urged the claims of Christian 
education. Judge A. T Ames of Williamsport, 
Pa., demanded t of the convention go on record 
On the liquor question, and especially on the pro- 
posal for a national constitutional prohibitory 
amendment. 

The Bible in the public schools, Sunday ob- 
servance, the rural church, the white slave 
traffic—each had a champion, but Bishop E. H. 
Hughes of San Francisco ridiculed loading down 
the declaration with details. 

“If there is to be @ specific consideration on 
every cause in the church, I suggest that the 
support of bishops is an important subject for 
consideration,” he .said: “What we need is a 
high standard and a right attitude of mind, and 
not a lot of details.”

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Indian Pudding. 
NDIAN meal is especially good when re- 
cooked or when long cooked, but most of 
the mushes, the corn ‘pone, and ‘cornbread 
are things we cook quickly. A cup of In- 
dian meal will go a long way if we so de- 
sire, and help to make delicious many a food 
of greater nutritive value, thereby extending 
the service of the latter. Indian meal was 
formerly used almost universally to roll fish in 
before frying them, but now this method 18 

mainly used by camping parties. 

The Indian pudding, which comes into sea- 
son about Indian summer time, is one of tho 
things in which a very little Indian meal, 
cooked for a long time, makes a delicious and 
wholesome dish. 

Probably the Indians had no part or lot in 
this pudding, but it is most Iikely that we 
have perpetuated in its name the old Ameri- 
cah name for what is now called simply corn- 
meal (on the box), and even maize meal, which 
13 the Eyropean word for it, and by far the 
most generic word, since in many parts of the 
world “corn” is a general term Yor all grains, 
including rice. 

The English, by the way, have an Indian 
pudding which had its origin in India, a great 
rice courttry, and it is made of rice. 

— 

There are almost as many recipes for the 
mu g of Indian pudding as there were stories 
among the American Indians of how the land 
and whter was made,.and how the sun and 
clouds came to be, 


-called The Frugal Housewife,” 


The most nearly standard is really a sort of 
Indian meal custard, but having, when perfect, 
a quality no custard should possess—it should 
whey when hot and jelly when cold. The jus- 
tification for calling it 4 custard is that so 
muah milk is. used in ita composition. A little 
of this milk or half of it is poured in cold to 
make it whey. 

You will not find this statement about its 
wkeying probably in any modern cook book, 
yet most of them do advise adding half the 
milk old. But the reason for this is given in 
what is probably the truest recipe to be found 
for this pudding, the recipe which has been 
varied and added to and changed for almost a 
century. 

It is in an old book first printed in 1835, one 
which went into thirty-five editions. It is 
and.is an 
American classic: 

BAKED INDIAN PUDDING.—Indlian pudding 
is good baked (there are bofled Indian pud- 
dings). Scald a quart of milk, skimmed milk 
will do, and stir in seven tablespoonfuls of 
sifted Indian meal, a teaspoonful of salt, a 
teacupful of molasses, and a great spoonful of 
ginger, or sifted cinnamon, Bake three or four 
hours, If you want whey you must be sure 
and pour in a little cold milk after it ig all 
mixed. 

oo 

A pudding made of one pint of milk and 
four tablespoonfuls of meal is large enough 
for a family of four or five. Less molasses in 
proportion than is here advised is needed, for 
the Indian meal cooks sweet. Four table-

spoonfuls will be ample; and brown sugar may 
de used in its place. The molasses helps, how- 
ever, to e the pudding that beautiful red 
which ig part of its attractiveness. : 

As to the spices, ginger and cinnamon may 
beth ‘be used, a little of each, but in general 
i: is better to handle the spice box gently. un- 
less it is known that a large measure of its 
contents is acceptable. Large quantities ‘of 
ginger formerly were used, where modern 
taste demands but a sprinkling. 

Indian pudding is best baked with a very 
even heat, but it is better cooked in the oven 
than between the stones of a fireless 
tor jt will have a sort of red caramel edge 
surface that is very delicious, but it may be 
so cooked and finished in the oven. Six hours 
in the fireless vooker with a reheating of the 
stones after three hours will be none too 
much, 

For a richer Indian pudding eggs are added, 
and the following is a good recipe: 

NEW ENGLAND INDIAN. PUDDING.—Two 
quarts of milk, one cupful of meal, one cup- 
ful of molasses, half a cupful of sugar, one 
teaspoonful of salt, one teaspoonful of cinna- 
mon of ginger, two eggs. Heat one quart of 
milk, milk warm then stir in the meal slowly 
and keep stirring gently until it thickens but 
does not quite boil. Remove from the stove 
and add ‘the molasses, sugar, salt, and spice. 
Then beat the eggs well and stir them 14. 
Pour into the pudding dish, remove the mixing 
spoon, and turn the second quart of milk in. 
Put immediately in the oven without mizing 
and cook steadily for five

Another Reorganization of Cub 
Machine to Take Place Be- 
fore Next Season.

No friction between the major leagues and 
their players is likely to result from themove- 
ment of the players’ fraternity to obtain cer- 
tain concessions from the club owners, ac- 
eording to President B. B. Johnson of the 
American league, who returned yesterday 
from a brief vacation in Michigan, 

Speaking for the American league, Mr, 
Johnson said the club owners had been fur- 
nished copies of the players’ requests several 


weeks ago and had given them careful con- 


consideration. With a minor exception or two 
they seemed reasonable, and in one or two 
cases the league was prepared to go farther 
than the players had requested. No formal 
presentation of the list of concessions has 
been made to the American league, but the 
matter is expected to come up definitely at 
the league’s annual meeting in this city next 
Thursday. 

President Johneon said the league would 
greatly prefer to deal with a committee of 
bal! players rather than with President Fultz 
of the players’ fraternity. The lawyer is out 
of touch with the game at present. This, he 
said, was shown by the list of requests pre- 
pared by Fultz, which include one or two 
changes which already have been made under 
the new national agreement. Mr, Johnson 
gaid he would not go so far as to refuse abso- 
zutely to recognize Fultz as representative of 
the players, but thought better feelings would 
result from the elimination of an outsider, 


Refuse Request on Waivers, 

The request that players be informed in 
writing when waivers are asked on them 
ie one of the requests which is not likely to be 
granted. On this point President Johnson 
spoke firmly. 

Absolute secrecy regarding waivers is es- 
gential,” he said. It has been enforced in 
the American league as far as possible with- 
out any penalty for violating the rule. There 
were one of two instances where it was vio- 
fated last year, and I think it will be taken up 
at our meeting with a view to imposing a 
penalty in future for disclosing the fact walv- 
ers have been asked on any player. 

“The asking of waivers does not neces- 
garily mean a club desires to release a play- 
er. Frequently it is merely fcr the purpose of 
starting a trade—to feel out the other club 
owners. No good results could come of mak- 
‘me public the watver requests of our olub 
ewners. 

“In the matter of transportation we are 
considering going farther than the players 
request us to. -We are tikely to provide for 
the payment of a player's transportation 
from his home to the training camp, instead 
of from the city in which his team is bocated 
to the training grounds as at present.

eS companies is a provision in the income tax

When their attention was called today to 
the fact that under the income tax provision 
a corporation owning stock in another cor- 
poration would have to pay the normal tax 
of-1 per cent upon the income derived from 
dividends on that stock, whereas the indi- 
vidual owner of stock is exempt from the pay- 
ö ment of the normal tax on stock dividends, 
the authors of the new law admitted that this 
double taxation scheme did not creep into the 
bill as an oversight, but was placed there on 
purpose. 

The holding company is looked upon with 
disfavor by the party in power. Hence, any

Tes and desirable. 
1 Double Tax Escapes Notice. 
5 That there was a provision in the bill sub- 


jecting the incomes of holding companies to 
double taxation seems not to have been gen- 
erally known until within the last few days. 
Lately, however, the treasury department 
has received many inquiries for an interpre- 
tetion of the section of the law. It is ex- 
pected its legality will be tested in the courts 
as soon as the holding companies fully under- 
stand they will be required to pay a tax of 1 
per cent upon an income that has previously 
been subjected to a tax of the same amount 
at its source. 

The law is specific in this matter. The fact 
that a 1 per cent tax upon the amounts re- 
ceived as dividends has been paid by the 
corporation from which they were received 
eS makes no difference in the treatment of such 
1 dividends by the corporation receiving the 
f 5 game. It is double taxation, but, the fact is 
that the law requires it, and congress evi- 
dently intended to tax dividends received by 
one corporation from another, and the net 
3 incomes of holding companies must be calcu- 
lated accordingly. 


Steel Corporation Hardest Hit. 

The United States Steel corporation prob- 
ably is the largest holding company that will 
be hit by this provision of thelaw. The Steel 
corporation appears to have been the especial 
target of the authors of the income tax pro- 
: vision as applied to corporations, for not only 
will it be subject to this double taxation on 
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companies, which it is estimated is about one- 
half its annual income, but it also must pay 
the income tax on the guaranteed bonds 
amounting to approximately 5300, 000 000.

ment for the stock of the Carnegie Steel com- 
pany. The total amount of stock in sub- 
sidiary companies held by the United States 
Steel corporation is approximately $710,000.-

The holding corporation has been an ex- 
tremely popular method of reorganizing in- 
dustrial and railread companies during the 
last decade, and there is hardly a large rail- 
road or industrial corporation in the country 
that will not be hard hit by this provision of 
the law, Consequently the treasury officials 
are convinced that there will be an action in 
the courts to determine the constitutionality 
of this method of double taxation. 


COLD WAVE IN MIDDLE WEST 
BOOMS SALES OF DRY GOODS. 
J. V. Farwell Gata in Review Quick 


Delivery Orders Are Feature of Week 
~Merchants Short. 
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The John V. Farwell’ company weekly re- 
view of the wholesale dry goods trade says: 

“The cold wave w ith snow which swept 
over many of the northern and western states 
this week has made a noticeable increase in 
seasonable merchandise selling. During Oc- 
tober there has been about 5 per cent in- 
crease in the number of buyers in this mar- 
ket in comparison with October, 1912. 

A prominent feature of the week was the 
large increase in at-once delivery mail orders, 
especially from merchants in smaller towns 
Bot visited often or regularly by road sales- 
men. An early snowstorm, with its attend- 
ant business activity, generally finds the re- 
tail store short of many lines of merchandise 
and the mail order is the shortest way to sup- 
ply this need if the merchant cannot fipd it 
convenient to.run in to the market. 

Selling of furs, cloaks, underwear, and 
fancy knit goods has freely responded to the 
cold weather demand. Indications are that 
Wholesalers’ toy stocks will break earlier 
than usual this year on account of unprece- 
dented sales.

Solution of problems arising under the new federal income 


tax law, by Elias H. Henderson, counsel for the Union Trust 


Company. 
Answers hereunder are not 


a conclusive determination of the 


law, but are sufficiently definite and a reliable guide until the treasury 
department shall presctibe and the courts shall define and igterpret 


the various provisions of the act: 


QUESTION NO. 19. 
Attention is called to a typographical error 
in answer to question No. 19 (e) which read as 
follows: 

(e) By the language of the act each 
persons subject to the tax imposed by this 
section and having a net income of $3,000 
or over is required to make the sworn 
return. If he ig not “ subject to the 
tax, but has a “net income of $3,000 
or over.“ must he make the sworn return, 
and, if so, what is the penalty for not 
doing 80? 

It should have read: 

(e) An unmarried person with a net 

income in excess of $3,000 must make re- 


. turn to the collector of internal revenue 


as the law provides. A married person 
having an income not in excess of $4,000, 
who is entitled to the exemption of $3,000 
and the additional exemption of $1,000, 
need not make a return to the collector 
of internal revenue. 


QUESTION NO. 23. 

My wife has some bonds and stocks paying 
total dividends of less than a thousand dol- 
lars. My income is solely from a salary paid 
by a corporation which presumably will 
withhold my tax. 

(a) Is my wife required to make a return? 

(b) Am I required to make a return of my 
income? 

(c) Am I required to makea return of hers? 

(d) Are blanks to be supplied us for returns 
as in the case of personal property sched- 
ules? „ 


Answer. 

(a) If your wife's total income is less 
than $3,000 she need not make any return. 

(b) No. 

(c) Your wife should make her own re- 
turn. If she appoints you her agent you 
can make the return for her, but you have 
ne inherent right because of the fact that 
you are her husband to makea return for 
her. 

(d) The form of blanks is prescribed by 
the treasury department and are fur- 
nished upon application by the collector 
of internal revenue. I do not think they 
will be sent out as in the case of personal 
property schedules. The law does not 
provide for such distribution, but, on the 
contrary, imposes a severe penalty for 
failure to make return. I therefore take 
it that it is the duty of every taxable 
person to make it his business to obtain 
the required blanks and make the return. 


QUESTION NO. 24. 

We would like to inquire if a dividend on 
stock in corporation due Nov. 1 covering a 
period of the preceding six months would be 
subject to the income tax and must the in- 
come tax on this dividend be paid by the 
company? The period which the dividend 
covers really ends Oct. 1. ROHRER. 


Answer. 

The dividends on stock of a corporation 
due on Nov. 1 are not taxable as such. 
The corporation in its return must in- 
clude the amount of dividends paid in 
computing the tax on its net income. 
Dividends paid are a portion of the net 
income of the corporation. 


QUESTION NO. 25. 
(a) Is the income tax constitutional? 
(b) How many taxes will we have in ten 
years from now? 


Answer. 

(a) I am of the opinion that the income 
tax is constitutional, but that is a ques- 
tion for the Supreme court of the United 
States to decide. 

(b) I do not know. Wait ten years and 
see. 


QUESTION NO. 26. 
Is it true that the president, senators, and 
congressmen are exempt from income tax? 
If so, why 80. S. A. MANIGER. 


Answer. 

Section B of the act provides that the 
compensation of the present president of 
the United States during the term for 
which he has been elected and of the 
judges of the Supreme and inferior courts 


of the United States now in office and the 
compensation of all officers and em- 
ployés of a state or any political sub- 
division, except when such compensa- 
tion is paid by the United States govern- 
ment, shall be excluded in computing the 
net income of such person. According to 
the foregonig President Wilson's salary 
is exempt from taxation until the ex- 
piration of/his present term of office, but 
the salary of subsequent presidents and 
the salaries of the successors of our pres- 
ent judges of the Supreme and inferior 
courts shall be subject to tax. The com- 
pensation of all officers and employés of 
the United States government is subject 
to tax, but the salary of state officers, 
county and city employés is excluded in 
computing their net income subject to 
tax. The salaries of our present senators 
and congressmen are not exempt, except 
in so far as they are entitled to $3,000 or 
$4,000 exemption as in the case of other 
persons. 


QUESTION NO. 27. 

(a) Are dividends of banks or other cor- 
porations subject to the income tax? If so, 
is the tax to be taken out at the source before 
the payment of the dividend? 

(b) If a person has an income of over $3,000, 
but less than $4,000, is subject to tax, must 
such person make the statement showing of 
what his income consists and the amount 
thereof? 

(c) If a person's inconie is near the $3,000 
or the $4,000 amount, but not exceeding that, 
must he make a sworn report regardless of 
the fact that he is not liable to pay the tax? 

(d) Must any one make such sworn state- 
ment if called on to do so by the revenue 
officers? J.C. THORNTON. 


Answer. 

(a) See answer to question No. 24. 

(b) Yes. The person must make a state- 
ment of his total income and claim there- 
in his personal exemption. 

(o) If the person's income does not ex- 
ceed the exemption allowed him or her he 
need not make any return. 

(d) The person must make a return, it 
called on to do so by the collector of 
internal revenue, although his income 
may be less than the exemption claimed 
by him. 


QUESTION NO. 28. 

My income is much less than $3,000 yearly. 
I own a few shares of railroad stock in three 
di‘*ferent railroads which pay their dividends 
quarterly (Nov. 1, 1913) and from thereon; 
also have @ small savings bank account pay- 
ing interest semi-annually. On one share of 
stock I receive a special bonus of $5 yearly. 

(a) Must I notify each railroad and bank 
that I am exempt from income tax, and must 
I do so before each dividend is declared quar- 
terly, or is one statement sufficient? 


(b) Are certificates claiming exemption fur- 


nished by the bank or railroad whose stock 
ypu own, or how obtained? 
(c) Does the corporation have to stand the 
tax on the five year bonus or must I? 
LAURENCE STEBBINS: 4 


Answer. 


(a) I believe that one notice to each rall- 
road company that you are exempt is 
sufficient. The tax on dividends of stock 
of a.corporation due on Nov. 1, 1913, or 
any day thereafter, is not taxable at the 
source by the corporation if such corpora- 
tion has deducted the normal tax of 
1 per cent on its net earnings. See answer 
to question No. 24. 

(b) Blank certificates for claiming ex- 
emption will probably be furnished you 
by the railorad company or any bank on 
application. 

(c) If the corporation has deducted the 
tax of 1 per cent on its net income it 
would not again deduct the tax from a 
bonus given you out of such net income, 
and you are entitled to deduct, together 
with other deductions allowed by law, 
such bonus from your gross income in 
ascertaining your net income for the pur- 
pose of computing the amount of your 
„normal tax to be paid by you on your 
taxable net income. 


JUDGE’S RULING A SETBACK 
FOR DYNAMITE PROSECUTION. 


Federal Appellate Jurist Sustains View 
of Defense on Conspiracy for Trans- 
perting of Explosive. 


— 


The government, in its defense of the con- 
viction of the twenty-cight iron workers 
under sentence for dynamite conspiracy, re- 
ceived a setback yesterday in the arguments 
of the case before the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 

Judge Francis E. Baker, presiding justice, 
stopped short the arguments of District At- 
torney Miller of Indianapolis on the sub- 


ject of the transportation of dynamite for 
the purpose of blowing up buildings and 
bridges in various parts of the country. The 
judge said the purpose for which dynamite 
was transported does not prove conspiracy 
to violate the federal statute prohibiting the 
transportation of explosives on passenger 
trains. The judge’s ruling was in line with 
the contention of Attorneys Elijah N. Zo- 
line and Chester H. Crum, representing the 
convicted labor men 

In calling District Attorney Miller's atten- 
tion to the point, Judge Baker said: 

“The conspiracy to destroy buildings would 
not be a conspiracy in which the federal 
courts would have cognizance. The con- 
spiracy that must be proved is a conspiracy 
among these men to transport dynamite on | 
passenger trains.” 


| WILL REFUSE PAY 


ON BOND COUPONS 


Chicago Banks. Unite in Atti- 
tude as Result of Income 
’ Tax Tangle.

ALL TO START TOMORROW. 
Acceptance Only Will Be for Col- 
lection in Order to Be on 
Safe Side. 


Chicago banks yesterday united in an agree- 
ment to refuse payment on all bond coupons 
offered them tomorrow and thereafter. This, 
as forecast in THs TRIBUNE a week ago, is 
to enable the banks to avoid all Hability 
through the operation of the income tax. 

The coupons will be accepted for collection, 
payable after the banks have received assur- 
ance from the companies issuing the bonds 
that the income taxe requirements have been 
met by them or else will be met by the in- 
vestor. 

I have instructed every department of the 
bank, said W. T. Abbott, vice president of 
the Central Trust company,”’ to send all cou- 
pon holders to the trust department without 
delay or explanation. Not even the other de- 
partment officers of our own bank will know 
anything about these tax collections.” 


Fears Tax May Affect Poor. 

I fear the income tax will decrease the 
contributions to the United Charities and that 
the poor of the city must suffer on account 
of the law,’ Charles W. Folds, treasurer 
of the United Charities, told the members 
of the Advertising Association of Chicago 
at its luncheon. 

Many men,” ne said, “who have con- 
tributed liberally to the charity organizations 
will figure and find they cannot pay their 
income tax and yet make their annual reser- 


vation for charity contributions. The only 
solution, men, is to increase your ‘ punch,’ 
and make enough money to pay your tax 
and maintain the charities. 


Says Charities Already Suffer. 

The local charities already are suffering. 
There are thousands of the city's poor in- 
adequately cared for. We are planning to 
start a campaign on Nov. 17 to advance the 
amount of contributions and we want you 
to volunteer to help us out. I received a 
contribution of $1,000 from George M. Rey- 
nolds the other day, which will serve as a 
starter for the campaign. 

“The salaries of the employés of the 
charity organizations are low—such as you 
never would think of paying your men. The 
staff is kept at a minimum, so there is not an 
overburdening expense.“ 


Julius Rosgnwald Talks. 

Julius Rosenwald, who spoke before Mr. 
Folds, said he never in his life gave a cent to 
a beggar, because he contributed to the char- 
ities which always provide relief when there 
is a worthy case. He also made a plea for an 
increase in the contributions to the charities. 

Mr. Folds complimented Mr. Rosenwald 
and said he had known instances when the 
latter had declined high honors in the polit- 
ical field that he might remain in Chicago to 
attend to the affairs of his best loved city. : 


FREED OF MANN ACT CHARGE; 
JURY OUT ONLY FIVE MINUTES, 


Gotham Actor Acquitted Despite the 
Judge’s Charge of “Guilty,” Though 
Commercial Element Was Lacking. 


Baltimore, Md., Oct. 30.—Grover C. Rosen- 
thal, a New York actor, charged with viola- 
tion of the Mann act, was acquitted today in 
the federal District court. The jury delib- 
erated only five minutes. 

Rosenthal, whose wife and child were in 
court, was charged with bringing Margaret 
Helbig from Philadelphia to this city for im- 
moral purposes. 

He said he and the young woman were on 
the stage together and registered at boarding 
houses as husband and wife, but his attorney 
in his argument laid stress on the claim that 
there had been no attempt on the part of the 
accused to use the girl for commercial pur- 
poses. 

In his charge to the jury Judge Rose held 
that the defendant had violated the Mann 
act, as he construed it, if the jury believed 
beyond a reasonable doubt that one of the 
purposes he had in mind when he brought this 
girl into the state of Maryland waa to con- 
tinue relations that had existed between 
them while together elsewhere. The char- 
acter of the girl and her past life are not to 
be considered in determining the question of 


the case.
